Lansing, Mich., March 12.—The bill 
to repeal the m ortgage tax law, which 
passed the senate yesterday, will be 
given a favorable report in the house 
to-day. A careful canvass shows th a t 
it will pass, and as it was recommended 
by Gov. Pingree in his inaugural mes­ 
sage it will become a law. 
The bill simply exempts from taxa­ 
tion all m ortgages on Michigan real 
estate and lim its the rate of interest 
to be contracted in such m ortgages 
to 7 per cent. 
For the last six years 
these m ortgages have been taxed with 
the result that, instead of lowering the 
rate of interest, the borrower invari­ 
ably paid the tax in addition to his in- 
interest. The law also drove Michigan 
capital to other states.

Civil Engineer J. S. Robinson and 
Assistant Engineer Shumway of the 
Chioago and Northwestern railroad 
arrived in the city on the noon train 
from Chicago for the purpose of cen­ 
tering with George W. Blabon in re­ 
ference to the street car line. 
If the 
power house is located at the corner 
of the Beloit road and Eastern avenue. 
in order to receive coal direct from the 
cars, side tracks will have to be laid, 
to the 0. Sc Nr W. officials come up to 
lay out the route and figure up the ex­ 
pense. 
There is little doubt but w hat 
the plans now proposed wilt be carried 
out. 
It is the intention to run the 
side track from the spur track that 
now 
crosses 
Eastern 
avenue, 
south on the avenue to the corner of 
the Beloit road. 
The plans for the 
power house have not been completed, 
but Mr. Blabon said that the structure 
v ould be in two separate parts—one 
to be used as the power house and the 
other as a car barn. 
To rebuild the road in first class or­ 
der, will cost at least $10,000, which 
sum does not include the power house. 
As to proposed extensions of t^e 
road, Mr. Blabon had but little to say. 
He expressed the wish that Beloit was 
nearer so that connections could be 
made. 
Others who are perhaps iD a posi­ 
tion to know, say that extensicns will 
be made and that they will be more 
than mere spurs, too. 
Mr. Blabon met the members of the 
council at City Attorney McElroy's of­ 
fice last night, and asked that his 
frahchise be amended to allow him to 
Bhut down the line three months in the 
winter.
